Dear Dad: 
I have "tried to g-et the opportunity 
to write you a letter—at least some- 
thing that might be called a letter— 
but the Germans have kept, us a bit 
too busy. 
Believe I • promised you 


all a lonsr letter when I got oh 're- 
poa' telling- you about our work in 
the first attack. The trouble was be- 
fore we had any .'repose' we were 
shoved into 
another 
attack—much 
worse than the other. 
However at 
present we are In a quiet sector so I 
shall have time to tell you most of 
thf> things that happened to us. 


Our first taste of real war was at 


Nay-on—you have seen_the name on 
the map ,ond in the reports many 
times T know. W.e went from there to 
Vortus where we were on 'repoa.' 
It 
was a pretty trip as far" as Campeign. 
from there it presented all.-the sadness 
sorrow and confusion and horrors-of 
this great war. 
The roads there are 
wide and allow four wagons or cars 
to'pass abreast. As a, .rule there was 
a double stream on the road continu- 
ously. 'Coming: from the front were 
lon# lines of trucks (which had car- 
rir'l soldiers to thr- front) laden down 
with refugees and their possessions: 
following- these -were wagons loaded 
with household • articles 
and every- 
where there were refugees, old women 
little children, all carrying: all they 
on-wed in the world. 
Their 
homes 
had protjably been shot down by this 
*time or would soon be. 
They wero 
folng—they did not know where, but 
all they wanted was to go. ' There 
was ais'o a steady stream of soldiers 
coming- out of the lines. 
They were 
tjred—so tired some could not .go on 
but rested in .peculiar positions along 
the road. 
Then came more -qrajrons. 
ambulances loaded inside and out with 
wounded—some having

Shortly after 
we saw a detachment of British Cav- 
alry go into, acdion—a- wonderful 
sight. The men were splendid looking 
fellows the horses^hone in the morn- 
ing llR-ht and thoTr ions' spears and 
swords reflected the llg-ht of the nun 
In a' million sparkling shafts.

Ions' we were too 
busy

"blesses" and had little time for any- 
thing but work. We worked steadily 
for about four days when the worst 
was over and thints quieted -• down 
for about a month when we had two 
more bad "days.

back of the car ahead^hardly more 
than ten feet.

The lieutenant had not 
attack as he thought it only fair to 
afrfck as he thought it only, fair to 
give some of the boys a chance who 
had not as yet received war crosses. 
However the roads were bad and as 
long1 as he deofned it advisable to 
have two n.-cn on every car so he and 
I took turns riding with whatever 
cur w;is' ready. I started at four and 
rode in. this mnnner back and forth 
until twelve the next day. It was quite 
a strain at times as the shelling- was 
torriflc. The Germans were usiryf one 
of the Austrian g-uns the 210 which 
makes a hole bier endtig-h to complete- 
ly'bury a Ford in. People back there 
make think this is «an exaeera'tlon—I 
know r used- to but now I know it isn't 
The shell before it 
is fired stands 
nearly to mj* waist and 
is as

Boche had a pleasant way of sending 
three of these over at once and not 
infrequently1 would they break 
on 
either side and-to the frontier rear 
of our car. 
I shall never smell fresh dirt but 
that I shall think of those terrific ex- 
plosions. They would make the earth 
for yards around shake and quiver as 
though it were jelly. 
I have passed 


buildings in a small town when one 
of 
these 
monsters 
would

through the roof '»nd the roar would 
be 
deafening-. 
Rocks 
and 
stones 


(nearly all' buildings here are built 
of these) two feet wide 
would

hurled In the air like mere pepples. 
One morning I was in a small town 
when the shells seemed to rain into 
the little valley where the town was 
smusrled. I wus in a cellar and about

some more of our boys were in a 
similiar one. 
A shell lit directly on 
top of the house over their cellar and. 
ajl we could see of them was part of 
one boys' leg. 
About two hours later 
several of our boysr and onej car was 
captured by'the-Germans in the same 
town. It only goes to show how close 
one can come and atill gei: away— 
what ..a. difference there i.s between 
life and death over here. 
Its funny "how during a time of this 


kind one never fears death. 
At least 
I never do-1—Its only the fear of be- 
ins torn to pieces by one of those big 
shells and loft on the 
road 
some- 
where to suffer. But when thing's are 
real busy, and there are lots of wound- 
ed one even forgets to think of that 
and Just goes ahead. 
You know you 
can't run fifty miles in an ambulance— 
it would kill 'all the wounded: and 
one usually travels very slowly and 
takes his chajices where a shell is go-

We worked five days and nights on 
this attack and during- that time I 
think I managed to get two hours 
sleep. 
You may think that is not 
enough, but what is one to do, when 
there are wounded, vthey must never 
be left and they never were. 
Then 
too you may think its pretty hard to 
keep awake". I used to think it would 
be but its n*t so ba^.- The big shells 
and the ,bip holes and the gras all go 
to keep one awake.

N"9W that I speak of s:as perhaps 
that' you would like to know about 
that. 
That part of war goes way be- 


yond what Sherman said 
You sec 
he never hafl any! 
I was riding one 
day with another boy. He was driving 
and a gas shell broke near by and I 
gave Tiim my mask to put on, as his 
laid back of him. 
After ho had ad- 
i'.isted hl> mask ho handed me his. 
I had on a pair of gloves and in my 
anxiety to get on the mask, put one 
glove in my mouth. That tougfht me 
a lesson. When I opened my mouth 
enough gas come in to make me good 
and sick—after that I took my gloves 
off -with my hands.

. We then went back on 'repos* after 
flve days of Bemi-excitement. 
Then 
was when we felt the whole thin's— 
the nervous strain kept us up until 
we were bac.k there away from it all. 
Then we knew tliat we were tired. 
We only wert. there «. week and did 
not do a thing but clean unxour cars, 
clean up ourselves and rest—in "cap- 
ital letters REST. We were too tired 
eyen to write letters.

The lakes •were 
covered wjth wild rice, celery in quan- 
tity could be located by the deep sea 
divers. The Noble Red Man, quick.to 
locate and pre-empt sections 
were 
game was plenty and manual labor 
made easy, called this section home 
and were loath to relinquish their in- 
herent right*. 
A body of water now 
known as Rice Lake in Atkin county, 
about 6 miles long- and 2 miles wide, 
whose depth, temperature and 
sub- 
soil •were especially adapted 
to

raising: 6"f wild rice in quantity, was 
the mocca of rfcl adjacent tribes dur- 
ing: the harvest season, 
when, they 
permitted their squaws to earner the 
winters lupply of rice, their staff* of 
life.The tribal tepees were pitched near 
the shore-.and the s.eason was an unin- 
terrupted succession of gala days for 
tha Indiana. 
Gambling In every form 
then known to those crafty warriors, 
was scheduled day and nlgrht. Tests of 
skill and athletic speed or endurance, 
upon which wagers were placed, was 
at all tlmei In vo«-u«. 
Foot races, a 
la Marathon, In wWch speed accom- 
panied by endurance, designated th« 
winners. 
Skillful use of the bow and 
.arrow or throwing the primitive ob- 
sidian spear at moving: or stationery 
oblects was the means of prying loose 
many a warrior from his worldly pos- 
sessions. 
There were many contests 
staged between squa.ws, promoted by 
the bucks, based upon their ability to 
accumulatef in their canoes the great- 
est anrount of rite in a stated period 
of time. Trappers and Squaw Men in- 
sist this race^was encouraged to get 
more energetic work from the burden 
bearers, camouflage, to a. desired end, 
claiming that very little wampum ever 
changed hands on the 
results. The 


final red letter day of the 
harvest 
carnival, was always touched off in a 
blaze of glory. A horse race, free to 
all, over a mile course, was the annual 
Indian derby, every tribe.-was repre- 
sented by a pony, which had been se- 
lected and* groomed throughout 
the 
year, ready for this premier event. 
Prior to this race many jaioons had 


been devoted to energetic training of 
. tha tribal equine hope. The race was 
I an afternoon «%-ent aifd the morning 
was devoted to the wigeriuj? ff pos- 
sessions on the outcome of the mile 
dash. 
Blankets 
thrown 
upon 
the 
ground were' the official stake hold- 
ers and posseielcns were matched up 
for a change of ownership. 
Ponies 
were bet, then 
tied 
together 
and 
staked out. 
Canoes wisre pulled from 
the water and beached side by side. 
Clothing, beads, shells and wampum 
were thrown 
upc*! 
the 
blankets, 
heaped up in small piles. 
The 
old 


flint locked six-foot Kentucky 
rifle 
was placed against a tree and beaver 
skins to the hel»hth of the jj-un, when 
it was standing- upright, were wagered 
against this unusual fire arm. 
All of 
the cocmoditles wagered to be taken 
possession of by the winner at the 
conclusion of the race. 
Indians arc natural born gamblers, 
and love to court the Goddess of Good 
Fortune, actering at all times to their 
many superstitions. 
They are far in 
advance of many of their pale faced 
brothers bcinp easy losers, and accept- 
ing success with stooial Indifference. 
Loaded down with Indian plunder, 
they would return home in a happy 
frame*of mind, even 
assisting- 
the 


squaw to keep the home Sires burn- 
ing1, while the warrior who had suffer- 
ed defeat,,ware his ill tilting garb of 
•"sack cloth" so common to race track 
devotees. 
This was the epoch when 
"Tho Lord Giveth". 
He then show- 
ered his blessing's, taking the protec- 
tion and propagation of game under 
his own personal supervision, causing 
•ie wild rice to go and bo harvested 
by his red children for their winter 
sustenance as the High Chief of all 
tribes, conserved food, by issuing an 
edict "that no rice should be wager- 
ed on any frame of 
chance." 
This 
was the original law and the start of 
the crjisade against gambling. Amer- 
ica's native settlers then .enjoyed life 
to the limit In their primitive way, 
satisMeil with thoir Great Spirt who 
accorded them the right to shoot and 
kill, when 
tribal 
misunderstandings 


occurred, the same grand and glorious 
privilege wo are permitted 
at 
this 
time to indulge in. a couple of cen- 
turies later. 
Tho Pale face invaded, located and 
surveyed' the lands of the Indian in 
1865,'at which tlms 
Minnesota be- 
came a state and hojncstead reclaim- 
ed swamp'lands, the timber hm* been 
cut away and'civilization has elimin- 
ated the game, until today 'The Lord 
Takoth Away." 
Game is rapidly dis- 


appearing every year. 
'A duck hunt on the historic Rice 
Lake, with my old friends, J. W. Nel- 
son and Jamfes Hart of Duluth, Minn, 
occasioned this mental night recount- 
ing: by gone days. 
Leaving the prosperous city of Du- 


luth, we motored alongr the St. Louis 
river, passing, the ship 
yards 
and 
steel plant, the second largest in the 
IV S., now moulding Into form 
tha 
iron ore, which the Great Spirit has 
taught the white man to utilize, he 
has provided sufficient raw material 
in Minnesota, that the demands of 
nations will not exhaust in ages: this 
assures success and spells ignomini- 
ous defeat for those trouble starting 


Arriving- at. Rice Lake, 
about SO 
miles west of I5uluth, wo found many 
of the old time Indians in their eick- 
iups: I had no trouble to secure a fine 
specimen of the red race as a punter. 
We made our hearquacters 
at 
Big 
Ranch, a 12000 acres pasture, which 
has been graciously open to the red 
blood public as a free hunting: and 
fishing- ground under state 
restric- 


tions. The lake is also a, public feed- 
Ing ground for migratory birds, which 
aggregated there from every point of 
the compass: puddlers. divcrs'and saw 
bUls or pirates, all are in evidence. 
When the flight is on. Grass or Wood- 
ed Islands or preferably Indian point 
at the east outlet of the lake, are se- 
lected for blind shootiiiK. 
The fav- 
orite method is "jumping" or flush- 
ing" birds from the grass or wlla rice, 
a method which has been adapted in 
other localities for years.

two had beea captuTed In uniform, so 
there was no chance of their being 
released. 


Dulmen was very near the Dutch 


border and ns It was quite easy to get 
out of the camp attempts nt escape, 
were frequent. Most of those who ran 


from 'nriy wood we "could'find, 
was' not long 'before we were using the 
dividing boards from our bunks, pieces 
of flooring and, in fact, the walls of 
the barracks. The officers were quar- 
tered in corrugated lr«n barracks, so 
they had to borrow wood from us for 
their coffins.
